To the Editor of Vie Globe-Democrat ; <

St. Louis, July 14; 1879 .In your supple- '

ment of yesterday a meteorological phc- '

nomcnon Is mentioned, which presents to J
all meteorologists a problem for solution.
They have been tryingtbeir bands »t it ever 1

since the time of Aristotle, but are no nearer l.
to a solutiou now than be was, and never 1

will solve it until they change their base and 1

attack it at its only vulnerable point. 1
Scientists would popularize scieuce and
create an abiding: interest in it if they
would explain;. and what 1 mean by ex¬

plaining is to make clear and palpable phys¬
ical phenomena as they occur, especially
those that are of an extraordinary charac¬
ter, and while public attention is drawn to |i
them. Let them do this or abdicate their
pretensions to a knowledge of physical sci¬
ence. There have been during the current
year any uurnber of cyclones, hail-storms,
cloud-bursts, earthquakes, and volcanic
eruptions, and there will be in November a
meteoric shower; yet tbe cause of none
of these phenomena bas been or will be ex¬

plained. Why? Because self-constituted
scientists do either not know tbe cause, or

else are Incapable or making themselves
understood by others.
The phenomenon to which I refer is from

the Portland (Me.) Advertiser, and is nar- I '

rated thus: "A remarkable meteorological M
phenomenon was observed in several places 1
in this city Friday afternoon. About 5
o'clock flakes of fallen snow were seen by
many, who could hardly credit their senses.
Serjeant Boyd, of tbe Signal Service, hap¬
pened to be out at the time, and caught seve- <

ral of the flakes on his sleeve." This is not '

an unusual phenomenon, but it is one de¬
manding an explanation, because it is of
the highest significance and importance to
science. It is significant and important be¬
cause it is the key that unlocks the mystery
of hail-stones, accountins for them and
many cognate phenomenon upon rational
principles, and by the application of well-
known phj>ical laws. The trouble with
book-men is they never carry out into the
field of nature tbe results attained and the
laws developed in their experiments in the
laboratory. 1 have said this is not an un¬

usual phenomenon, to prove which I sub¬
mit the following facts :
On the 27th of August, 1S5G, a hurricane

of unusual violence made its appearance at

Saqua la Grande, on the north coast of
Cuba. On the 28th it was central at Ha-
vanna, causing great destruction to ship¬
ping and immense injury to the crops. The
barometer stood unusually low. twenty-
eight inches and uudcr. it rccurred east¬
ward on the gulf in about the meridian
of New Orleans, and struck Mobile
on the 30th with terrific force. It
reached Montgomery, Eufnula, and Co-
'himbtts, Ga;, about noon on the same

day, ''blowing away many buildiugs and
-strewing the country witb prostrate trees
and fences." At Milledgeville, Augusta,
Ga., and Edgefield, S. C., itraired for twen¬
ty-four hours with excessive floods of rain,
in tbe interior oi both North and South
Carolina the storm, with northeast wind,
was very violent, and great damage was
done by" the floods from the rain. At
Goldsboro', below Raleigh, N. C., snow
fell for an hour or more on the 31st, of Au¬
gust while the storm was at its height.
Professor John Wise thus, in a commu¬

nication published at the time in the news¬

papers, describes the observations he made
in a passage through a hail-cloud in the as-

cension he made from Carlisle, Pa., on the
17th of June, 1*&3: "The cloud presented
a great concavity towards the earth, with
its lower edges very ragged and falling
downward with an agitated motion, and it
was of a dark-smoke color. Soon aftes- en¬

tering tbe cloud the cold became intense,
and everything around me of a fibrous na¬

ture became thickly covered with fjoar
frost, even my board. The cords running
up from my car to the balloon looked like
glass rod«, being glazed with ice, and'hail
and snow were precipitated upon me Srorn
all sides."

Thefalling of «now in midsummeron the
surface of the ear'ji, and its falling at all
seasons of the yearin tbe bail- and tornado-
cloud, is one and -rtbe same phenomenon ;

A Bootblack Sllllionnf re.

lie was a wonderful genius who discov¬
ered that "Truth is stranger than fiction."
It is sometimes nowadays stranger than
forty fictions. Hear us : About two years
iiro there came hither from New York a

.oil-stained, weather-beaten boy about four¬
teen years of age, small for his years and evi¬
dently pinched in growth by suffering pri-
v'attons too common even in this country
to those who fall upon the charily of the
world at tender years. When a comparative
infant his parents died in quick succession,
ind he was left, as many a poor child is, to
fight his way through life. How he fared at
tirst is perhaps mercifully blQf ted from his
memory ; but in the light of his past few
rears' experience the fioition of sunshine
that brightened his pathway must have been
small. For four or five years he sought to
make a living by shining bsots on the
streets of the miniature world in which his
lot was casr, and among v hose surgin0,
multitudes and busy throngs of eager
money-seekers he was of as little conse¬

quence as the inscct that w^s crushed upon
the sidewalk. An odd nickel fell to his
share from the millions of dollars that daily
change hands, adding to the swollen wealth
of some and aggravating the poverty of
others. On bread purchased with these
nickels be existed from day to day. Hav¬
ing reason to believe that he bad "relations
living in the neighborhood of Dubuque
be resolved to try to make his way
hither, which he finally succeeded in doing
through the kindness of some of the rail¬
road conductors who helped him alonir.
His search for his relatives in this city was

something like Japhet's search for his
father, and the little fellow had to fall back
on his blacking-brush as his pillar of sup¬
port among strangers. There was some¬
thing about blm well calculated to enlist
sympathy in bis behalf ; but sympathy will
not buy bread nor clothing: In great abun¬
dance, and the little fellow felt that he
needed something more substantial. His stay
here was not long. He wandered aim¬
lessly, almost, further west, until he reach¬
ed the wonderful young giant of the
plains-Denver City.where be tarried for
awhile until the silver excitement gathered
him up and bore him on with the resist¬
less thousands to the carbonate-ribbed
mountains of South Colorado.

Mr. Hormuzd Rassam has returned to

England, having completed bis second As¬
syrian expedition. He brings with him a

rich collection of objects which have been
acquired during the year. The results of
the last journey are of a more varied char¬
acter than tho.se of any expedition which
has taken place since the early explorations
conducted by Sir A. H. Layard. Com¬
mencing operations on flic mounds of Nine¬
veh, Mr. ltassam succedcd in exploring a
site w hich was regarded as forbidden
ground. This was the mound of Nebby
Yunns, the supposed tomb of the prophet
Jonah. In .t!;U mound he discovered re¬
mains or palaces erected by Esdarhaddon
and Sennacherib. His labors on the mounds
of Niuevah have resulted in the recovery
of a large number of inscriptions, many of
extreme jnterest. Passing southward he
.visited Nimroud, where he continued his
rlabors in the Temple of Venus. This

. building, which be discovered in his former
expedition, was now thoroughly examined,
and found to be ailarge, open temple, con¬

taining shrines of several deities. There
kwore also found a 'number of seats arranged
in parallel rows, forming a ccntre aisle
from the chief aKar. The plan now recov¬

ered .seems to favor the ideas of its iiaviag
been a species of Jorum where religious
and other cou ncils were held.

Each ma¬
chine costs 8750, and tbe average speed is
C.000 ems per hour..
